Againſt Papiſts. | 


MXARLES, by the grace of GOD, K 1x o of great Britain, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith; To Our Lo- 
vits, Meſſengers , Our Sheriffs in that part, Conjunaly and Severally , N 

Conſtitute, Greeting: korſamuch, as, in Order to the Preſervation and Security df the true Reformed Religion, profeſſed and 
F eſtabliſhed within this Kingdom; there have been many good Laws and Acts of Parliament, made by Us, and Our Royall An-

gers, with advice of the Eſtates of Parliament, againſt Papiſts, the ſaying and hearing of Maſſe, the ſtay of Feſuits, Prieſts and 
packing Paprfr in this * * , and their reſctters: And particularly , by thefifch al ot the firſt . Tr 
s the Sixth; And bythe fifth Act of His twentieth Parliament, it is ſtatute That none bear publick Office, nor beadmitte 
Procurator, Notar, or Member of Court, unleſſe he profeſs the true Reformed Religion, eſtabliſhed withinthe Realm: And 
y che fourty fifth AR of his third Parliament, The £4rch-85ſhops and Biſhops are appointed by themſelves, and the Miniſters, 
ts take up the names of all ſuſpect to be Pœpiſts, or do not Communicate in the Sacraments , and toadmoniſh them to recant 
theix Errors, and give confeſſien of their Faith, and to participat in the Sacraments, and to ſubmit themſelves to the Diſcipline of 
| the Church, and to excommunicat them, incaſe of diſobedience, and to preſent the names of the Perſons diſobedient, obſtinat, 
2 - or relapſe, to the King; That the ſame might be affixed upon the Tolbooth of Bdinburgh, and other publick places of Judg- 
py ments and theſe Perſons are declared infamous, and unable to ſtand inJudgement, bear Office, or be Aſſyſers, or Witneſſes againſt 
any profeſſing the true Religion: Likeas, by the firſt Act of the nineteenth Parliament of King Janes the Sixth, all wilfull 
reſetters af excommunicat rs at the horn for that cauſe, after publication made by the Miniſters, the time of the Preaching or Prayers at the Paroch- 
Kirk, where the reſetters dwells for the time; are declared lyable in the penalties following, viz. Every Earl, one thouſand pounds; every Lord, one thouſand merks; 
eyery Baron,five hungged pounds every Free · holder, three hundred merks; and ever! Yeoman, fourty pounds Scots; and every Burgeſs, according to the King and 
Councils modication. And by the firſt Act of His twentieth Parliament, all Noblenen, and others, who ſhall direct any Pedagogues with their Sons out of the 
Countrie, are holden to bave a teſtimoniall from the Biſpop of the Dioceſs where the Pedagogue lately had his reſidence, teſtifying the Pedagogue to be god- 
ly, of good Religion, leaxnedand inſtructed in the ſame: And incaſe any Noblanan or others, ſend their Sons out of the Countrie witha Pedagogue, wanting 
ſuch a teſtimoggall, they WMclared to incurr the penalties following, 34, Each Exl contraveening, five thouſand pounds; every Lord, five thouſand merksz and 
every Baron, threg thoulandgmerks, to be applyed to His Msjeſtter uſe: And bythe ſecond AR of the ſame Parliament, it is ordained , That, where Parents ſend 
their Sons out of the Com and that they turn Papiſſy, that their Parents ſind caution in the Books of privy Councill, under ſuch penalties, as they ſhall mo- 
difie , not to entertain or furniſh them with any thing, 8 it be known thit they are become Papiſts, except their reaſonable expenſes in bringing them home. 
And by the third Act of the ſame Parliament, it is declared, That no perſons excommunicat for not conforming themſelves to the Religion preſently profeſſed, 
ſhall be ſuffered either in their own perſons, or by any others to their behove, to enjoy the poſſeſſion of their Lands, Rents and Revenues : But that the ſame be 
intrometted with, and up-Jifted for His Majeſties uſe. And further, by the eighth Act of the firſt Seſſion of Our firſt Parliament, all Jeſuits, Prieſis and traffick- 
ing Fapiſts are charged, That none of them preſume. thereafter to ſay ue thin this Kingdom; And that, within a moneth after the publication thereot, 


they ſhould remove out of the Kingdom under the pain of death: And all Our Subjects, of what quality or degree ſoever, are diſcharged to hear Maße, reſet , 

ſupply, or correſpond. with any priefls Feſuits, ox trafficking i under the pins contained in the former Laws made thereanent: And all Sheriffs of Shires, 

and their Deputs , Magiſtrats of Burghs, and other publick Miniſters of the Law; ordained in their ſeverall Juriſdictions, to ſearch for, and apprehend, all ſuch 
eſsirs, Prieſts and. trafficking Papiſts 3 as they ſhould find after the laſt day gf 

they ſhould receive to L 


acl " Muld find et March thereafter , and commit them to the next ſure prion, there to remain while 
puniſhment according to Law. Aud further, We chem, with all diligence to return to Our Privy Council, the liſts of ſuch perſons 
in their bounds, as were known or ſuſpected to be Papifis z Thatco 0 migh be taken with them, conform to the Laws of this Our Kingdom. Likeas by the 
thirty fourth Act of the firſt Seſſion of Our firſt Parliament, it is ſtat gad ordained, That whatſoever perſon or perſons ſhall hereafter marry, or procure 
themſelves to be married by Feſuits, Priefts, or any others not auth N Kirk, ſhall be impriſoned for three monerhs; and beſides ſhall pay, each Noble- 
man, one thouſand pounds; each Baron or Landed Gentleman, one th merk e each Gentleman & NN five hundred x sz each other perſon, one hun- 
dred merks : And ſhall remain in priſon untill they make payment e reſpective penalties : And the Celebrators of theſe Marriages to be baniſhed the 
Kingdom. Likeas, in purſuance of the ſaids Laws, and Acts of Parl., We, with advice of Our privy Council, did emit a Proclamation, dated the thir- 
teenth of Fengary, 1 6 7 o. whereby We ordained the foreſaids La be put to duc 1 execution; and did give ſeverall Orders thereanent, to 
the Sheriffs, Magiſtrats of Burghs , and other Miniſters of the Law: ertheleſſe, underſtanding that the number of Papifs is increaſed , and that they 
are become more inſolent then fomerly , by keeping and 2 neibes avowedly in ſeverall places, for ſaying and hearing of Maße, in high contempt 

df Our Authorkey, and;to the great. of the true Reformed Re "And ſeing the Sheriffs, Magiſtrats of Burghs, and other Miniſters of the Law, have 
not returned full liſt of Pepif#intheir reſpeRive bounds , nor given an at to Our Council of their diligence in proſecution of the ſaids Laws: And We being 
Irmly reſolved to remitnothing of Our former zeal againſt Popery, have ht fir, of new again, with advice of Our Privy Council, to publiſh and make known 
Zur Royal purpoſe and intention, to uſe all care and diligence , that che Laws may receive due obedience , and the tranſgreſſors be condignly puniſhed. 
And, in purſuance thereof, We do herebycommand and change. 0 „ Nies, and trafficking Papiſts, That they, nor none of them hereafter preſume 

0 ſay Heſſe within this Our Kingdom; and that they depart forth whit f, betwixt and the firſt day of Harch next to come, under all higheſt pains: 
fund do hereby inhibit , and diſcharge all Our Leiges , of whatſdevef liey or Degree, to hear Maſs , reſet, ſupply , intertain, furniſh meat or drink, or

ago King Jewes the ſixth, ate provided againſt wilful reſetters of excommunicat Pa- 
ſts , according to their ſeveral qualities and degrees. And We do he declare, That ſuch Perſons who ſhal be married, or procure their Children to be 
aptized by Priefts , 11 wits , or any others , not publickly authorized ed, ſhal, according to their ſeveral qualities and degrees, incurr the pains and penal- 
es, which by the faid thirty fourth Act ofthe Firſt Seflon of Oui . liament , are 7 , in the cale of m ns by Priefs 2 Which 
enalties in both theſe caſes, We ordain to be levied, and exacted with offi Por, And further, We do authorize, impower, and require the Sheriffs of Shires, Bai- 
ies of Regalities or Royalties, Stewarts of Stewartries, and their Debus „ Magiſtrats within Burghs Royal, and all Miniſters of the Law in their reſpective 
jounds, to be careful, that the ſaid Acts of Parliament be put to p indy) e: ecution : And particularly, upon information of meetings keeped within their 
dunds, by Papiſts, for ſayit j and hearing of — 4 That they make pen and patent the doors of theſe Houſes, and apprebend any Jeſalts and Frieſts 
icy ſhal ind thereintill , and commit them to priſon ; there to remain, till Our Privy Council be acquainted thereof, and pive order concerning them : And 
at they likewiſe ſcizeupon , and ſecurethereſt of the perſons preſent ar theſe meetings, unleſs they find caution to compear,and anſwer before the Council for their 
anlgreſſion. And fy r, We inhibit and diſcharge any k,—wa0 or perſoa do are of the Popiſh profeſſion, after the (aid firſt day of March next, to accept of, or 
Kerce any publick Employment or Office, either Civil or Military, within Kingdom: And particularly, that none of them, in time coming, preſume to be 
ages, Procurators, or members of Court, or to be Sheriffs of 'Shires , . Deputs, Bailics of Bailieries , or Bajlie-Deputs : Stewarts of Stewartries, or 
xewart-Deputs, Juſtices of Peace, Commiſſioners of Exciſe ; Or forthe Mllitia, Officers, or Souldiers of the Militia| or Standing Forces, Bailies of Baronics, 
agiſtrars or Councellors within Burgh. And ficklike, We probibite and lilcharge any perſons, having right to any of the ſaids Offices, to ſubſtitut or appoint 
* Tapiſt to be theit Deput in any of the (aids employ ments: C reifying them, i they contraveen, they ſhal incur the pains following vi. The Party accepting or 
eccing the ſaid Employment, ſeal be fined in the ſum of one thouſand merks, and the perſon who ſubſtituts bim therein, in the ſum of two thouſand merks 
e money; the one half chereof tobe plyed to Our uſe, andthe other half to the informer. And it ĩs bene declared, That ſuch perſons who are, or ſhal 


uſpeftedtohe Papiſts, and (hal bod xeftiohed thereupon , ſhal be holden and eſteemed as Papiſs , wes , within fdurty dayes after they are queſtioned, th 
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
